KPH, "The wireless giant of the Pacific", is gone. Been closed for a year 
and more if memory serves. This is the station with the famous spark note, 
with the Axelanderson alternators for point-to-point work and later with 

40kW on 500Kc. via transmitter BL-10. After 80 years of service it went dark. 


But the Park Service is about to take posession and they're interested in 
preserving the history of the Bolinas transmitting site and the Point Reyes 
receiving site. We visited the receiving site last weekend. 


It was one of the most spooky experiences I've ever had. 


Those who follow such things know that in its golden years the main Morse 
operating room at KPH was known as the "den of thieves". There ace 
operators worked ships all around the world from positions arrayed around a 
central message carousel. All outgoing messages were filed in the carousel 
by call sign and, when a ship called, the message was plucked from its slot 
and sent. Right after the traffic lists things would really be hopping. 
Operators would steal ships from each other and the carousel would spin like 
mad while Frank Geisel, "Mr. KPH", would preside over the mass of confusion, 
waving his cane and yelling "get that one on 16 megs!" 


We knew that KPH had fallen on hard times since then... the hardest times in 
fact since the station was now dark. But we didn't know what to expect in 
the hallowed ground of the den of thieves now. I figured it would be gutted 
to the bare walls. Tom said whatever equipment there was would be piled in 
a closet. 


We approached the operating room, turned the corner and found... everything 
as if they had left it yesterday. All the receivers were on. The keys were 
on the operating tables ready for action. Messages were in the carousel... 
messages for ships that would never again call. In the SITOR room the 
printers showed regular messages, then "error... error", then nothing. It 
was like boarding an abandoned but intact ship as sea. I expected to find a 
warm cup of coffee at an operating position. 


But there was no warm coffee and no ships called and the thieves had long 
ago left the den. KPH has passed away and with it has passed one of the 
best, most honorable eras in radio communications.

We knew that KPH had fallen on hard times since then... the hardest times in 
fact since the station was now dark. But we didn't know what to expect in 
the hallowed ground of the den of thieves now. I figured it would be gutted 
to the bare walls. Tom said whatever equipment there was would be piled in 
a closet. 


We approached the operating room, turned the corner and found... everything 
as if they had left it yesterday. All the receivers were on. The keys were 
on the operating tables ready for action. Messages were in the carousel... 
messages for ships that would never again call. In the SITOR room the 
printers showed regular messages, then "error... error", then nothing. It 
was like boarding an abandoned but intact ship as sea. I expected to find a 
warm cup of coffee at an operating position. 


But there was no warm coffee and no ships called and the thieves had long 


ago left the den. KPH has passed away and with it has passed one of the 
best, most honorable eras in radio communications.

Safety fans; 
Quoting from my Hewlett Packard 8708A Frequency Synchronizer manual: 
"2-8. POWER CABLE 


"2-9. To protect operating personnel, the National Electrical 
Manufacturer's Association (NEMA) recommends that the instrument panel and 
cabinet be grounded. This instrument is equipped with a three conductor 
power cable which, when plugged into an appropriate receptacle, grounds the 
instrument. The off-set pin of the three-prong connector is the ground 
pin. 


"2-10. To preserve the protection feature when operating the instrument 
from a two-contact outlet, use a three-prong to two-prong adapter (HP Stock 
Number 1251-0048) and connect the green pigtail on the adapter to ground." 


Hewlett Packard made it perfectly clear that the instrument is supposed to 
be able to be grounded. But they didn't bother to build it that way. This 
I discovered when the 8708A bit me while I was shuffling test equipment 
around on the work bench. My first thought was I had another of those 
KEAMSHG "Safety" cords with a bad ground contact. After a round of 
continuity checking it turned out that the AC connector on the 8708A had a 
floating grounding prong, the "offset" one in the middle, no continuity to 
the chassis. 


The 8708A has one of those soldered shut tin box power line filters. Out 
came the big Weller and off came the lid. The innards were potted with 
epoxy but I could easily see the ground prong solder terminal had no wire 
attached to it. Not a grounding wire anywhere to be found! 


That particular connector that HP used before the IEC connector took over 
the world (another piece of junk), probably an Amphenol design, was a poor 
excuse for a power connector IMO, ground wire or not. The connector was 
made by Tower Manufacturing, never heard of them. Those connectors came 
with an internal strap for connecting the ground prong to the outer shell 
making it unnecessary to add a grounding jumper. The connector on my 8708A 
did not have that model, no grounding strap. The filter was made by 
Hopkins Engineering Co., San Fernando, CA., no doubt a back alley low 
bidder. The shipping department clerk probably was the QA manager. 


Hewlett Packard, utterly confident in their ability to produce safe 
products obviously never tested for ground continuity. Their QA manager 
probably was a former shipping clerk. 


Just goes to show, nothing gets done right until someone gets hurt. Be 
safe, check your grounds!
